A silent, ‘Vibratiodless method of 
removing cavities was demon- 
strated at Columbia's School of 
Dental and Oral Surgery. It is 
similar to the newest way to cut 
sheets of metal with precision in- 
struments, only on a much smaller 
scale. 

The new ultrasonic device is 
not on the market yet. But plans 
are being made to put it into mass 
production within the next twojo 
years, a University spokesman 
said.
